In  his  Prizegiving  message  to  the  Class 
of  2001,  the  guest  speaker,  McGill 
Law  Professor  Stephen  J.  Toope  spoke 
about  the  teeUngs  ot  uncertaintv'  or  fear 
graduates  face  at  this  juncture  in  their 
li\es. 

"There  is  nothing  wrong  with  a  little 
bit  of  fear,"  Prof  Toope  said.  "Fear  is  .i 
natural  reaction  in  the  face  of  danger,  ant! 
even  of  seemingly  incomprehensibk 
complexity....  It  may  be  right  to  fear  the 
moral  choices  forced  upon  us  in  life: 
when  to  spare  someone  from  a  hurtful 
truth,  when  to  tell  the  truth  at  all  costs. 

"I  believe  that  healthy  fear 
incorporates  a  modicum  of  self-doubt,"

"One  needs  both  confidence  and 
critical  self-reflection,"  Prof  Toope  said. 
He  concluded  by  paraphrasing  African 
poet  Ben  Okri,  exhorting  each  graduate 
to  "make  destiny  your  friend." 

"Our  gratitude  to  our  parents  for 
exposing  us  to  this  Selwyn  community  is 
boundless,"  said  Head  Prefect  Thomas 
Constantinescu  in  his  valedictory'  speech. 
"A  group  of  dedicated  people  that  have 
played  a  much  larger  role  in  our  lives  than 
we  realise  now  are  our  teachers. 

"We  are  so  preoccupied  with  what  we 
do,  that  we  seldom  stop  to  reflect  on  or 
enjoy  the  essence  of  our  activities,"  Mr. 
Constantinescu  continued.  "It's  probably

As  usual,  when  spring  rolls  around,  so  do  we. 
On  April  19th  the  Senior  Veritas  Players 
opened  Georges  Feydeau's  farce  A  Flea  in 
Her  Ear  in  the  Lucas  Theatre  for  a  three-night  run. 

With  a  relatively  short  rehearsal  process,  the  fine 
young  Selwyn  House,  Study  and  FACE  actors 
staged  what  I  would  call  a  truly  remarkable 
production  of  this  very  funny  play.  With  the 
support  of  professionals  Robin  Paterson's  set  and 
lighting,  Heidi  Van  Reagan's  costumes,  Amy 
McLaughlin's  props  and  Virginia  Ferguson's  make- 
up specialists,  how  could  these  young  thespians  put 
forward  anything  less  than  polished  and  professional 
performances? 

A  farce  requires  precision,  pace,  energy  and 
timing;  I  am  proud  of  their  overall  commitment  ro 
mastering  these  notions  and  the  pleasure  they  took 
in  sharing  their  hard  work  with  an  audience.

The  Science  of  Communication

On  April  20th,  a  mysterious  project  began 
for  most  Cradc  10  students  at  Selwyn 
House  with  nothing  more  than  a  cryptic 

description  ot  a  group  competition  organized 

with   ECS,  which,   up   to   this  point,  we  had 

simply  been   told  had  something  to  do  with 

robotics  and  communications.

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Jazz  Stormers  excel  at  Classical

Two  star  members  of  the  Selwyn 
House  Senior  Jazz  Band  have 
received  special  recognition  for 
their  musical  accomplishments  outside 
the  School. 

Clarinetist  Thomas  Evans,  1  lA,  won 
the  McGill  Conservatory  Concerto 
Competition  (Advanced  Category)  in 
March.  This  competition  is  open  to  all 
students  who,  like  Tom,  are  studying  at 
the  Conservatory,  and  resulted  in  an 
invitation  to  perform  the  Weber 
Clarinet  Concerto  No.  1  at  Pollack  Hall 
on  May  23  as  a  soloist  with  the  West 
Island  Youth  Orchestra.  Tom  also  won 
the  Westmount  Youth  Orchestra's 
Concerto  Competition  in  March,  and 
will  perform  as  a  soloist  with  the 
Orchestra  next  season. 

Philipp  Menzel,  also  1  lA,  who  plays 
electric  bass  in  the  SHS  Jazz  Band,  has 
been  studying  classical  cello  for  fourteen 
years.  He  recently  had  the  distinction  of 
being  the  only  North  American  cellist  to  take  part  in  a 
competition  in  Germany,  where  he  advanced  to  the  second 
round  against  players  who  had  been  practising  five  hours  a 
day  since  they  were  three  years  old.  "They  have  a  different 
lifestyle,  and  a  different  way  of  judging,"  says  Philipp. 
"They  study  music  to  get  out  of  the  Eastern  Bloc  countries. 
Their  only  way  out  is  to  play  really  well, 
so  they  have  no  social  life,  practically." 

Tom  has  been  playing  clarinet  for 
seven  years.  Although  he  obviously 
excels  at  classical  music,  it  was  at  Selwyn 
House  that  he  discovered  his  true  calling 
on  the  instrument.  "I'm  a  jazz  clarinetist 
at  heart,"  he  admits,  "I  especially  love 
ballad-type  jazz. 

"I  really  got  involved  in  jazz  at 
Selwyn  House,"  says  Tom.  "Mr. 
McMillan  does  such  a  good  job  of 
choosing  and  arranging  music  for  an 
odd  combination  of  instruments — four 
guitars,  four  keyboards,  two  drummers, 
two  bassists  and  a  flute  and  clarinet — as 
well  as  balancing  a  variety  of  musical 
styles.  He  taught  us  the  fundamentals  ot 
jazz  and  how  to  improvise,  which  is  an 
incredible  task  to  pull  off  with  a  bunch 
of  Grade  7  musicians. "

eclectic  repertoire  that  includes  pop  and 
rock  numbers  as  well  as  standard  jazz 
tunes.  "In  the  band  we  used  to  play 
'Born  to  be  Wild,'"  says  Tom,  "and  I 
played  it  on  clarinet,  which  sounds  like 
kind  of  a  weird  thing  to  do. " 

"But,"  adds  Philipp,  "  Mr.  McMillan 
can  take  any  part  and  transpose  it  and 
mix  it  around  to  make  something  for  any 
instrument. " 

"I  think  it's  important  that  we  are 
surrounded  by  such  mentors,"  says  Tom. 
"It  helps  us  so  much  that  we  have  had 
people  to  encourage  us.  That's  probably 
one  of  the  biggest  things  that  drives  us. " 
As  part  of  his  private  training,  Philipp 
is  now  in  the  process  of  learning  one  of 
the  most  difficult  pieces  ever  written  for 
cello.  His  skills  on  that  instrument  gave 
him  a  head  start  in  his  musical 
involvement  at  Selwyn  House.  When  the 
SHS  Jazz  band  needed  a  bass  player, 
Philipp  easily  made  the  transition.  He 
had  come  through  the  School's  band  classes  on  trombone, 
and  was  also  familiar  with  the  sounds  and  rhythms  ot  jazz, 
so  it  was  easy  for  him  to  switch  to  electric  bass. 

As  a  sideline,  these  two  musicians  wrote  the  score  for  this 
year's  SHS  Senior  Play,  A  Flea  in  Her  Ear,  and  performed 
the  music  backstage — in  Philipp's  case,  between  scenes  on 
stage  as  an  actor. 

Like  most  young  men,  Tom  and 
Philipp  are  avid  music  fans.  Perhaps 
because  of  the  exposure  their  training  has 
offered  them,  their  tastes  in  music  are 
varied.  Tom  says  he  listens  to  everything 
from  African  music  to  Miles  Davis,  to 
rock  bands  like  Offspring  and  Nirvana. 

Next  year,  Philipp  will  pursue  a  foil 
academic  programme  plus  a  full  musical 
programme  at  Interlochen,  a  Fine  Arts 
school  in  Michigan  that  sends  many  of 
its  graduates  to  Juilliard. 

Tom  has  been  accepted  into  the 
Music  Science  program  at  Marianopolis, 
where  he  will  pursue  a  double  DEC  in 
Music  and  Architecture.  He  says  he  is 
still  undecided  about  pursuing  a  career 
in  music.  "The  reason  I'm  doing  this

Brian  Walker  riding  high

While  most  Selwyn  House  students  are  ducking  the 
cold  and  jumping  over  snowdrifts  in  Montreal, 
Brian  Walker,  1  IB,  spends  his  winters  in  Florida, 
vaulting  over  wooden  rails  on  horseback. 

Sounds  like  the  easy  life,  but  it's  actually  part  of  an 
intensive  programme  of  training  and  academics  that  has 
allowed  Brian  to  become  ranked  as  the  top  Canadian 
Equestrian  Show  Jumper  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Brian  grew  up  around  horses,  and  began  riding  on  his 
grandparents'  farm  in  St.  Lazare  before  he  was  two  years  old. 
From  his  mother  and  uncle  he  inherited  an 
interest  in  Show  Jumping,  and  has  been 
competing  since  age  five.  For  the  past  two 
years,  his  involvement  has  grown  to  become 
a  year-round  activit)'  that  keeps  him  on  the 
road  much  of  the  time. 

Nowadays  his  competition  schedule 
takes  him  up  and  down  the  eastern 
seaboard,  from  Toronto  to  Florida,  where 
his  home  base  is  at  a  training  camp  just 
outside  West  Palm  Beach.  From  Christmas 
until  Easter,  he  joins  some  500  other  young 
riders  there  for  training  and  competition; 
then,  for  most  of  the  summer,  he  is  on  the 
road  to  other  Equestrian  events. 

Each  fall  the  Equestrian  season  winds  up 
with  four  consecutive  weeks  of  prestige 
competitions  in  the  US  and  Canada. 

"It's  a  very  fast-paced  lifestyle,  but  I  like 
it,"  he  says.  "It  does  get  kind  of  borini; 
living  out  of  hotels  and  condos,  but  its 
fun." 

On  a  t)'pical  day  in  Florida,  he  will  be 
up  at  5:30  a.m.  and  not  finished  riding  until  7  or  8  p.m.  His 
academic  classes  are  sandwiched  in  between  his  riding 
sessions,  with  tutors  helping  him  keep  up  with  course 
material  his  fellow  students  are  covering  back  home  in 
Westmount. 

"It  teaches  you  so  much  responsibilirv',  and  it  has  really 
taught  me  how  to  manage  my  time,"  he  says  of  his  hectic 
schedule. 

Selw\'n  House  e-mails  and  faxes  down  Brian's 
assignments,  and  his  tutor  helps  him  organize  his  studies. 

"It's  a  busy  schedule,"  he  admits,  "but  if  you  do  it  well 
it's  really  rewarding." 

But  it  doesn't  leave  him  much  time  for  enjoying  the 
things  that  Canadians  flock  to  Florida  for.  "I  saw  the  beach 
maybe  once  this  winter,"  he  says. 

The  rigours  of  his  schedule  may  also  help  Brian  learn  to 


keep  focused  when  he  rides.  "Mental  preparation  is  essential 
to  most  riders,"  he  says.  "Any  litde  mistake  can  cost  you 
thousands  ol  dollars  in  prize  money." 

"Horses  don't  want  to  knock  the  jumps  down — it's  the 
riders  making  errors.  Mental  preparation  helps  you  avoid 
this.  The  jumps  come  up  so  quickly  when  you're  in  the  ring 
you  don't  have  time  to  think — you  just  react  by  your 
instincts." 

Even  though  he's  just  graduating  from  high  school, 
Brian's  career  is  already  in  flill  swing.  He  says  that,  so  far.

one  of  his  proudest  moments  was  at  the  Young  Riders' 
Championship  in  Florida,  where  he  placed  sixth  and  his 
team  took  second  place. 

Two  years  ago  he  won  both  the  Canadian  Equestrian 
Team  Medal  and  the  Canadian  Equestrian  Federation 
Medal  at  the  Royal  Winter  Fair  in  Toronto,  a  feat  that  has 
only  been  accomplished  by  one  other  rider. 

Brian's  next  big  competition  will  be  this  summer  at  the 
North  American  Young  Riders'  Championships  in  Chicago. 
In  the  long  term,  his  sights  are  set  on  qualifying  for  next 
summer's  World  Championships  in  Europe  (Equestrian 
Show  Jumping  is  the  second-most-popular  sport  in 
Europe),  The  World  Cup  Final  sometime  in  the  near  future, 
and,  of  course,  the  Canadian  Olympic  team  in  time  for  the 
2004  games  in  Greece. 

"I'd  like  to  make  that  team  and  see  what  I  can  do."

Science  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  subjects  that  one 
could  learn  about  here  at  Selwyn  House.  We,  the 
students,  learn  about  many  different  parts  of  science 
through  different  activities.  One  of  these  is  the  annual 
Science  Fair. 

The  Middle  School  Science  Fair  gives  all  students  in 
Grades  7  and  8  the  chance  to  pursue  any  part  of  science 
through  experimentation.  The  projects  can  range  from 
astrology  to  zoology,  as  long  as  the  student  establishes  the 
project  around  an  experiment.  In  mid-January,  every 
student  must  present  his  project  to  judges,  peers,  and  the 
public,  and  the  winners  are  allowed  to  participate  in  the 
Regional  Science  Fair. 

This  year's  winners  were:  Jordan  Benjamin  and  Michael 
Bowey,  with  their  project,  "To  Hover  or  Not  to  Hover?" 
They    received    the    Concordia    University    Award    for 


Outstanding  Achievement  in  Mechanical  and  Industrial 
Engineering  and  a  cash  prize. 

Justin  Tan,  with  his  project,  "Do  Gas  Stations  Affect  the 
Soil  Around  Them?"  won  the  Concordia  University  Science 
College  Award,  which  also  includes  a  cash  prize. 

During  the  first  three  days  of  April,  eight  projects 
represented  Selwyn  House  in  competition  against  other 
Montreal  schools  in  the  Bell  Montreal  Regional  Science 
Fair,  held  at  John  Abbott  College  in  Ste.  Anne  de  Bellevue. 
We  competed  amongst  the  best  projects  from  Montreal. 
This  was  an  enjoyable  time  for  all  that  participated. 

On  Monday,  April  2,  five  judges,  who  were  professionals 
in  their  scientific  fields,  reviewed  the  projects.

Hello  again,  Selwyn  House  community!  Welcome,  at 
last,  to  the  glories  of  summer.  As  I  write  this,  I  am 
preparing  to  board  a  plane  tomorrow  morning  to 
fly  to   California   to   take   up   a   high  season   position   as 
Coordinator   of   the  Valley  Volunteers   for   the  Yosemite 
Association,    the   Congressionally   designated   cooperating 
agency  in  Yosemite  National  Park.  This  auxiliary  is  in  charge 
of    raising    funds    via    membership    dues    to    support 
educational        programming. 
This  would    include   activities 
such  as  Ranger  Internships  for 
college  students,  publication  of 
a     serious      natural      history 
quarterly  for  the  membership, 
support   and    staffing    of  the 
natural     history     bookstores 
within    the    Park,    the   Junior 
Ranger   Program    and    Nature 
Center,   the   historic  Yosemite 
Theatre  Program,  the 

collections  budget  of  the 
Research  Library  and  the 
supervision  of  the  oil  painting 
gallery  in  the  Yosemite 
Museum.  All  of  these  activities 
are  carried  out  by  a  group  of 
8,000  volunteers,  all  of  whom 
do  this  because  they  love 
Yosemite  National  Park. 

I  am  able  to  do  this  because 
I     have     decided     to     take 
advantage    of   a    progressive 
retirement  plan.   Naturally,   I 
have  made  this  decision  with 
the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  School.  It  will 
allow  me  to  stay  on  at  a  place  I  love,  while  also 
embarking    on    the    Yosemite    Association 
Volunteer  Programme. 

Progressive  retirement  allows  me  to  work 
full-time  in  the  Library  of  Selwyn  House  for 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  year,  from  October  1  to 
April  30,  then  spend  the  balance  of  the  year 
working  in  Yosemite  as  a  volunteer.
